1) ...thank God for every thorn in the flesh that troubles you! You 
better thank God for what ever keeps you humble, cleaving to 
God, crying out in dependence! Paul said in 2 Corinthians 12:7 
And lest I should be exalted above measure through the 
abundance of the revelations, there was given to me a thorn in 
the flesh, the messenger of Satan to buffet me, lest I should be 
exalted above measure. 


2) ...look at one another not with suspicion (I'll be he'll be the one 
to betray. They won't last long.) but in prayer holding one 
another up before the throne of God ! 


3) ...I have shared pulpits with those that have showed such a 
passion and love for God that I said to my self, "I wish I loved 
God like that." Only to find that is was a facade! Just playacting! I 
have known those that have stood on stage before the body of 
Christ and sang of the great blessings of God only to betray him 
with that kiss of praise in a matter of a week! Oh God purge our 
heart of hypocrisy! It is a roadway to hell! 


1) ...they seem overwhelming. But remember! 1 John 4:4 Ye are of 
God, little children, and have overcome them: because greater is 
he that is in you, than he that is in the world. Gospel of John 
tells us that with the word: I am He these 600 fell to the ground! 

2) Mark 3:6 And the Pharisees went forth, and straightway took 
counsel with the Herodians against him, how they might destroy 
him. Matthew 12:14 Then the Pharisees went out, and held a 
council against him, how they might destroy him. Luke 6:11 And 
they were filled with madness; and communed one with 
another what they might do to Jesus. Luke 20:19 And the chief 
priests and the scribes the same hour sought to lay hands on 
him; and they feared the people: for they perceived that he had 
spoken this parable against them. Luke 22:2 And the chief 
priests and scribes sought how they might kill him; for they 
feared the people. John 11:53 Then from that day forth they 
took counsel together for to put him to death. 


3) ...and preaches repentance, reformation, and a holy life, and 
directs men's thoughts, and affections, and aims, to another 
world, they set themselves against him, and, without giving the 
credentials he produces an impartial examination, resolve to run 
him down. 

4) ...his hands on the blind the hought the sick and healed. They 
laid their sinful hands on him to destroy and do evil to him! 
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1) 1 Peter 5:8 Be sober, be vigilant; because your adversary the 
devil, as a roaring lion, walketh about, seeking whom he may 
devour: Ephesians 6:11 Put on the whole armour of God, that 
ye may be able to stand against the wiles of the devil. Romans 
13:14 But put ye on the Lord Jesus Christ, and make not 
provision for the flesh, to fulfil the lusts thereof. 


2) John 18:36 Jesus answered, My kingdom is not of this world: if 
my kingdom were of this world, then would my servants fight, 
that I should not be delivered to the Jews: but now is my 
kingdom not from hence. 

3) ...not be unadvised: John 17:17 Sanctify them through thy 
truth: thy word is truth.
